SURPLUS OF U.S. 
EXPORTS OVER 
IMPORTS DROPS 


WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
The surplus of American exports 
over imports in world trade 
shows signs of declining, the 
Census Bureau said yesterday. 


In May, the bureau said, civil- 
ian exports exceeded imports by 
$437,000,000, compared with $526 
000,000 in April. 
March, April and May topped 
imports by $6,100,000,000 on an 
annual basis. For the three pre- 
vious months the indicated an- 
nual surplus had been $6,800,- 
000,008. 


Excluding military shipments, 
May exports totaled $1,554,500,- 
000, down 6 per cent from April 
after adjustments for seasonal 
changes. Imports also dropped 
in May, but not so sharply. They 
amounted to $1,117,500,000, com- 
pared with $1,129,100,000 in 
April.

An American Challenge 


Half-a-century ago Lincoln Steffens wrote 
“The Shame of the Cities.” Since the estab- 


‘lishment of his metropolitan population proj- 


ect at Washington University last January, it 
seems that David J. Pittman is preparing to 
write “The Shame of the Suburbs.” Very 
broadly, his theme is the arrival of more and 
more Southern Negroes in St. Louis and the 
barriers raised against them in the suburbs 
and even in parts of St. Louis. During this 
influx white residents have moved westward, 
and that is the chief factor in the 106,000 de- 
cline in the city’s population between 1950 
and 1960. “Something should be done.” 


That “something,” according to the Rev. 
Trafford P. Maher, 8.J., of St. Louis Univer- 
sity’s Human Relations Center who is making 
a study of urban renewal under a Ford Foun- 
dation grant, is “facing up to democracy.” 
Our democracy must become, he says, “a way 
of living in which no one—no matter how in- 
siginificant or unimportant he or she may 
seem to be—will be unnecessarily injured, de- 
prived, humiliated or neglected.” In other 
words, we should live democracy as ardently 
as we talk democracy. 


Academic students of the urban population 
problem seem, on the whole, rather gloomy, 
feeling that “things may have to get worse 
before they get better.’ False optimism cer- 
tainly is out of order. The gloom, however, 
might be less deep if it were based on more 
direct experience. 


Because Mr. Pittman sees ‘‘no sign of sig- 
nificant expansion of housing opportunities in 
the county” compared with those being de- 
veloped by the city, for example, in the Mill 
Creek area, he fears that it may not be pos- 
sible “to maintain an inter-racial core city.” 
This suggestion of a Negro city and a white 
county seems too alarmistic. Business firms 
and some real estate operators have more con- 
fidence, backing it by millions put into the 
downtown stadium, downtown store and office 
construction, and new apartments within the 
city limits. They are not selling the city short, 

There is, nevertheless, a problem—a moral 
problem. Economic factors—primarily the 
Negro’s lack of skills—do tend to confine him 
to a “ghetto,” although the hard fact is that 
those with money cannot buy or rent where 
their earning power would otherwise permit 
if they were white. Unscrupulous real estate 
operators play a part in this process. Perhaps 
the only answer is education— especially in 
the pattern developed here by Samuel Shep- 
ard. Others are working to increase job op- 
portunities. And still others are working for 
better inter-racial understanding. 


The sinister line, however, is the line drawn 
against the Negro’s advance—whether that 
line be drawn around suburbs or around city 
neighborhoods. Residents of a neighborhood 
have the right to set certain standards for it. 
Through zoning they may maintain the quality 
of housing, open space and greenery, traffic 
density, a ban against commercial exploitation 
and the like. All in all, these involve eco- 
nomic tests. There is no defense, however, 
for tests based on race, color or creed. 


The inability of Negroes to find accommoda- 
tions in the suburbs at this time is not a mat- 
ter of economics. There is cause for concern 
since in 1900 the county’s population was 7 
per cent non-white, in 1950 about 4 
per cent, and in 1960 only 3 per cent. Can 
this trend continue in a time when democracy 
faces a worldwide challenge? Rather should 
American communities be preparing for its 
reversal. 


The Atom and Surface Ships 


A preview of the future is to be had with 
the advent of the nation’s first nuclear-pow- 
ered surface ship, the U.S.S. Long Beach. The 
missile cruiser, costing $100,000,000 and dis- 
placing 11,000 tons, is on its shakedown cruise 
well ahead of the Savannah, which is in- 
tended to be the world’s first nuclear-powered 
merchant ship. Soviet Russia has had an 
atomic-powered icebreaker at sea two years; 
the United States put its first atomic subma- 
rine in operation in 1955. 


Although atomic submarines have gone 
ahead full speed, there has been much oppo- 
sition in the Navy to nuclear-powered surface 
ships, as Sailing ship captains opposed steam 
warships a century and more ago. The Navy 
attitude until last March was that it was better 
to use its money to build more standard power 
craft than it was to use the same amount to 
build only half as many atomic ships. When 
the new Secretary of the Navy, John B. Con- 
nally, firmly impressed policy making top offi- 
cers with his strong belief in atomic ships, a 
change came. With the major part of the 
merchant marine close to being obsolete and 
many Navy craft obsolescent, the career of 
the Long Beach will be watched with deep 
interest. More atomic surface ships are sure 
to follow. 


Reform Comes First 


Council Chairman Grantham’s suggestion 
for a charter revision committee in the county 
could be an effective stimulant to necessary 
reforms. It all depends on what he conceives 
the group’s job to be. It most definitely should 
not be limited merely to preparing for the 
possible expansion of the county government’s 
powers, as proposed in a pending state consti- 
tutional amendment. 

The prerequisite for any expansion of the 
county government's operating powers is a 
considerable improvement in the county gov- 
ernment’s operating efficiency. The patron- 
age principle on which it now operates will 
have to be replaced by one grounded in 
merit. Otherwise the chances are that the 
county will not be able to handle new service 
functions with any degree of competence. 


Perhaps the most important power that the 
county stands to gain if the people of the state 
adopt the constitutional amendment is the 
right to control arterial highways, even when 
they run through a municipality. But the 
office of Highway Engineer is filled on the 
basis of partisan election, and is staffed by 
patronage employes whose first loyalty of ne- 
cessity is to the official whom they helped 
elect and who rewards them with the spoils 
of his victory. 

The present Highway Engineer, John J. 
Leslie, is a competent official, but he is an 
exception in the patronage-ridden county 
government and there is no guarantee that 
his successor will not be a township political 
hack. The first steps in preparing for ex- 
panded powers are charter amendments elim- 
inating as elected officials all those who are 
mere administrators, and putting all employes 
of the county government under the merit 


system. lf that is what Mr. Grantham has in 
mind, he has a great idea; it ought to enjoy 
wide support everywhere except among the 
politicians who see the county government as 
a device for spoils, not for public service. 


How the World Is Doing 


The United States and the underdeveloped 
countries brought worry-wrinkles to the brows 
of the United Nations economists who made 
a world-wide survey preliminary to the an- 
nual meeting in Geneva of the Economic and 
Social Council. 


The United States is most vulnerable to 
cyclical fluctuations, according to the experts. 
Despite a moderate recovery, they fear a “con- 
siderable under-utilization” of labor and plant 
“for some time to come.” The underdeveloped 
countries have not been able to accumulate 
enough capital. Foreign aid has been dis- 
tributed unfairly, and foreign loans are due 
for re-payment. Trade balances deteriorated 
badly last year. 


Except for sluggishness in Great Britain, the 
economies of Western Europe and Japan de- 
veloped impressively. These nations over- 
came rather easily the decline in their sale 
to the United States and Britain. Trad. 
among themselves increased briskly. Their 
rate of growth may slow down a bit; but it will 
continue to be considerably higher than ours, 
and there is “‘little basis for fear” that it will 
touch off more inflation or other difficulties 
than those confronting Washington and 
London. 


In spite of the.forced savings which cen- 
tralized authority can wrest from the people, 
the Communist countries no longer can disre- 
gard pressing demands for consumer goods. 
There is a strong trend toward decentralized 
investment and management. A greater pro- 
portion of profits is being left at the disposal 
of individual enterprises instead of being 
taken over by the central governments, The 
growth rate of most of these countries slowed 
down, and agricultural shortages are serious 
in many areas Dehind the iron curtain. 


What Gov, Adlai Stevenson and _ the 
other statesmen in Geneva will do on the 
basis of this report remains to be seen. It 
does, however, offer ample evidence of the 
success of Europe’s Common Market, and it 
makes British membership in the group seem 
more attractive than ever. It also underscores 
President Kennedy’s insistence on more rapid 
American economic growth. The plight of 
the underdeveloped countries—and the moral 
obligation which this places on the prospering 
nations—banishes fears of expanded produc- 
tivity. The world needs it. 


No Wonder 


No wonder St. Clair county is $1,000,000 in 
debt and getting in deeper every day. And no 
wonder outside industry has given the area 
such a wide berth, with all that means in 
missed opportunities for new jobs and an ex- 
panded tax base. 


As shown in Post-Dispatch news articles, 
payrolls of public bodies in the county 
are loaded with political deadheads, some of 
whom hold two, three and even four paying 
public jobs while running private businesses 
on the side. Some of the payrollers hadn’t 
even been paying personal property taxes, 
and when they did get around to settling their 
ancient delinquencies they did so for as little’ 
as 35 cents on the dollar. Government in St. 
Clair county evidently exists primarily to take 
care of deserving precinct politicians of both 
parties, with public service a distinctly minor 
objective. 

It can be argued, of course, that all this has 
been going on for years, that the Democratic- 
Republican coalition which has the Illinois 
county by the throat is too powerful to be dis- 
lodged overnight and that, besides, the rank- 
and-file voter seems to have less than a casual 
interest in who gets his tax money. 

But St. Clair county is an important seg- 
ment of the whole St. Louis metropolitan 
area, and anything that inhibits economic 
growth in that county tends to be felt area- 
wide. The new industrial jobs that St. Clair 
county might be creating but isn’t are oppor- 
tunities lost not only to people in St. Clair 
county but also to residents of Madison county 
in Illinois and even to workers in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county. 

The St. Louis metropolitan area has failed 
to grow as rapidly as its metropolitan com- 
petitors in other parts of the nation. If there 
are to be sufficient jobs for the growing num- 
bers of the next generation that lag will have 
to be overcome. And if part of the problem is 
endemic to politics-ridden St. Clair county, 
then it will have to be faced up to and solved, 
not ignored on th» mistaken notion that it’s 
not new. 


Gen. Taylor. and Reserves 


Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor has lost no time 
acting in his new capacity as military adviser 
to President Kennedy. He has interested 
himself in the Army’s reserves, where for 
several weeks there has been confusion. There 
should be no doubt over the capabilities of 
these forces, consisting*of 400,000 National 
Guards and 300,000 Army Reserves, if they 
are to be worth their salt in an emergency. 

Serious doubt does exist. It came to light 
partly as a result of a plan President Kennedy 
announced last May 25 “to almost double the 
combat power of the Army in less than two 
months.” Under the plan, the Army would 
ready 10 reserve divisions so they could take 
the field within eight weeks. Deputy De- 
fense Secretary Gilpatric soon explained that 
this most ambitious plan had been entirely 
prepared by the Army and “not by civilian 
eggheads.” The Army then explained that it 
would need a lot more men, money and weap- 
ons if the plan was to succeed. Behind all 
this are two old problems, one of merging 
National Guard and Reserve and another of 
giving them new duties such as civil defense. 

Unlike the regulars, the 700,000 reserves 
have political power as frequently demon- 
strated by the National Guard Association and 
the Reserve Officers Association. Yet in this 
nuclear rocket age the reserves are not as im- 
portant for field duty as they were when 
military manpower consisted of men who 
could handle a rifle or machine gun. Modern 
weaponry has put a premium on the profes- 
sional soldier and also created a need for an 
organized force capable of dealing with atomic 
bomb havoc. 

If Gen. Taylor, who faced the older reserve 
problems when he was on the Joint*Chiefs of 
Staff, can help to modernize and strengthen 
the Army reserves, he will be off to an ex- 
cellent start, 
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A Hard-Working Legislature 


Despite Some Conspicuous Failures, Recent Session Was Highly Successful, Editorial Says 


From The Kansas City Times 


The 1961 Missouri Legislature has 
completed an unusually successful ses- 
sion. There were a few conspicuous 
failures and more very important 
achievements. When the chips were 
down the legislators and their leaders 
—backed by a strong Governor—gener- 
ally did the things that needed to be 
done in the interest of Missouri. 

In education the Legislature gave 
substantial additional revenue to the 
public schools with 
full financing of the 
R school foundation 
The Mirror program. The jun- 

of ior college bill— 
supported by state 
aid — can be the 
beginning of a new 
system to help ab- 
sorb the enormous enrollments ahead, 
economically and under high standards. 
Existing institutions received higher 
appropriations—miraculously, the Uni- 
versity of Missouri even got money 
for a swimming pool. 

The mental health program was bol- 
stered with increases that will allow 
progress but the big financing job in 
this field lies ahead. Missouri must 
face the fact that genuine reform in 
mental health cannot be accomplished 
without large expenditures. 


In traffic safety, a point system bill 
for the suspension and revocation of 
drivers’ licenses was the important 
success. The law may need amending 
in the future. But now the state has 
a workable system that will encourage 
safety and take some habitually wild 
drivers off the highways. The addi- 
tion of 50 men to the Highway Patrol 
will help, too. 

Action on the state gasoline tax was 
disappointing. Missouri obviously needs 
the 2-cent increase that will be as- 
sessed for roads. But a complicated 
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A Good Haul 


diversionary plan under which some 
of the increase would go to the cities 
and counties must be voted on in a con- 
stitutional amendment. If the amend- 
ment fails, the tax will revert to the 
present 3 cents per gallon—the lowest 
in the United States. 

The Legislature did authorize hikes 
in the beer, liquor and cigarette taxes 
and additional revenue will come from 
the withholding of state income taxes. 
One of the most important accomplish- 
ments was a workable use-sales tax to 
bring in more revenue and at the same 
time protect Missouri industry. Action 
was urgent to save the state from an 
impossible set of conditions in the for- 
mer law. 

This Legislature tackled the problem 
of fair employment opportunities for 
Negroes and came out with what ap- 
pears to be a workable FEPC bill. 
The measure will give fair employment 
practices the force of law, backed by 
enforcement powers. But as amended, 


it attempts to reduce the danger of 
harassment of employers by any over- 
zealous state commission. 

Congressional redistricting, the wild 
note on which the session ended, was 
accomplished with the bill that dis- 
turbs the districts least. An anti-shop- 
lifting bill was passed. Jackson county 
will get its year-round grand jury 
system. Judicial salaries were raised 
to help attract the best possible law- 
yers to serve on the bench. 

Any Legislature must be measured 
also by the things it did not do. This 
Legislature rejected the Rural Electri- 
fication bill that would have let the 
REA invade the cities. It turned down 
an impossible measure that would have 
given the Kansas City police depart- 
ment power to demand 30 per cent of 
the city’s general revenue. Unfortw 
nately, important police salary meas- 
ures died with the bill. A number of 
self-seeking, special-interest measures 
were defeated. 

One of the major failures came on 
the bill that would have ended finance- 
charge gouging although an all-goods 
measure (primarily appliances) was 
passed. The chemical test for drunk 
driving also failed. 

But by and large, this Legislature ac- 
complished a tremendous volume of 
work, most of which can be seen as 
in the interests of the people. Gov, 
John M, Dalton emerged as a strong 
executive who didn’t hesitate to knock 
heads together. In both houses lead- 
ership was effective. Senator Albert 
M. Spradling was a leading force and 
the veteran, Senator Floyd Gibson was 
highly effective. In the House, James 
G. Trimble, majority floor leader, ef- 
fectively handled administration bills 
and exercised strong influence. Charles 
D. Graham was an efficient Speaker. 
Much credit must go to a number of 
young, conscientious and able legisla- 
tors who did excellent work, particu- 
larly in committees.

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NEW HAVEN LINE 
TAREN OVER BY 
FEDERAL JUDGE 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 8 
(AP)—The bankrupt New Haven 
Railroad moved into reorganiza- 
tion today under the guardianship 
of a federal judge. 


United States District Judge 
Robert P. Anderson yesterday 
approved the line’s petition for 
reorganization under special pro- 
visions of the Federal Bankrupt- 
cy Act which insure continued 
service, 


The railroad’s board of direc- 
tors threw in the sponge yester- 
day after learning that the car- 
rier had been rebuffed in its 
quest for a $5,500,000 disaster 
loan from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


They said the railroad would be 
about $24,000,000 in the red by = 
next Jan. | 

Anderson’s directive effectively 
blocks any creditor from attach- 
ing the railroad’s property. 

Anderson said that on Aug. 1 
he will appoint an individual or) 
perhaps several persons to act as 
trustees in administering the rail- | 
road. 

“IT may be looking for a demi- 
god,’’ he said last night. 

Between now and Aug. 1, An- 
derson said, he will devote him- 
self to studying the railroad’s 
problems. 

The court action makes Ander- 
son boss of the 132-year-old rail- 
road which serves passenger and 
freight needs of New York, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island and Mas- 
sachusetts. About 30,000 com- 
muters use the line every day. 


The line’s fiscal collapse comes 
only seven days after tax relief 
granted it by the four states 
went into effect. The relief was 
approved after a battle of several 
years by New Haven president 
George Alpert. 

A Boston lawyer who became 
chief officer of the New Haven in 
1954 without previous experience 
in the industry, Alpert has cam- 
paigned also for some form of 
federal assistance to railroads. 

His position has been that the 
Government, in one form or an- 
other, has been aiding the lines’ 
chief competitors—airlines and 
truckers—while the railroads 
have been burdened with taxes. 

Yesterday he criticized the 
Federal Government for aiding 
nationalized railroads in other 
countries while ignoring the prob- 
lems of American carriers. 

The New Haven’s petition said 
payments it faces by Jan. 1, 1962, 
total $33,480,000, including $6,331,- 
000 in taxes, $20,275,000 in maturi- 
ties, $5,030,000 in interest, $552,- 
000 in leaséd line rentals, and 
$1,292,000 in equipment rental. 

It reported a cash balance of 
$4,300,000 as of June 30. The rail- 
road estimated cash receipts for 
the rest of the year at $71,400,000, 
and operating expenses at $66,- 
400,000.
